Court records on the case date 
back to June 1990, In August 1991 
Cotto, a welfare mother of four, 
was ordered by the court to vacate 
the premises and in September she 
was served with an eviction notice. 
Cotto appealed the decision and has 
remained in her home, 

Former Executive Director Ella 
Belmore had taken Cotto to court 
because of her failure to pay back 
rent. According to court records, 
at one time Cotto owed as much as 
$3,440. Cotto claims the amount is 
incorrect. She charged that the 
figures were probably changed by 
the former administration, John 
Durand, Special Programs Ad- 
ministrator for the Massachusetts 
Union of Public Housing Tenants, 
claims the former administrator 
taped a higher rent card over the 
actual card and used that in court. 
He noted the court ordered Cotto 
to pay only $2,000 to the authority, 

Cotto told this paper she had been 
paying $142 a month in rent since 

~ October 1991 with a check that 
comes directly to the authority 
from the welfare office as 
protective payment. She added 
Belmore had been looking for 
$300 a month plus an extra $150, a 


Dorrance, "wanted to make a deal" 
with her and settle the issue. That 
deal included fixing her shed and 
coming up with the $3,000 that she 
claims she never owed. 

"They were going to work out a 
deal with me. Now I don't know 
what's going on. It seems they want 
to get back at Mrs. Belmore 
through me," said Cotto. 

"This whole situation has been an 
abuse of her," said Durand, adding 
that it would be less embarrassing 
to everyone to settle the issue and 
not pursue it in court, 

Dorrance refused to discuss the 
particulars of the case because it 
was in litigation. He did confirm he 
wanted to deal "in good faith" with 
Cotto and twice tried to send her a 
registered letter, But Cotto failed 
to pick up the letter and it was 
returned to the authority, said 
Dorrance. He declined to say what 
was in the letter. 

The director said any negotiated 
settlement would have to be fair to 
the other five tenants who were 
also in arrears, but who managed 
somehow to pay their back rent. He 
maintained under the welfare 
voucher program it would take 
Cotto four years to pay off the 
money and that would be unfair to 
the housing authority. 


Dorrance noted he had inherited &

Homeowner Richard Doucette, of 
Sheriden Road may have his pro- 
perty condemned by the Wilming- 
ton Board of Health if steps aren't 
taken to correct an overflowing 
septic system. According to health 
officials and concerned neighbors, 
the problem has been ongoing for 
five to seven years. 

The system had been repaired at 
least five years ago, according to 
health officials, but poor soil may 
have contributed to the current 
failure. The owner had been 
ordered to pump out the system 
until a way could be found to fund 
a repair, However, neighbors told 
the Board of Health Monday that 
obviously wasn't working because 
raw sewage was floating to the 
surface on their property and 
creating an odor in the 
neighborhood. They said they were 
concerned with the health of 
children in the neighborhood and 
added there were seven people 
living in the home. 

Health Director Greg Erickson 
said the problem may be that the 


system 


owner isn't pumping out the system 
often enough. The board noted it 
was about time something was done 
to correct the situation, even if it 
meant beginning condemnation 
proceedings and placing a lien on 
the home so the health department 
could have the system pumped out. 

The board voted unanimously to 
order the owner to abate the 
nuisance immediately or face a $20 
a day fine and to cite the owner for 
repeated violation of Title V septic 
regulations, which is punishable by 
a $50 a day fine. They also 
recommended that the system be 
Pumped out in "a timely manner," 
which, they said, translates into a 
weekly basis. The board is also 
moving ahead with condemnation 
Proceedings which includes a 
public hearing on the issue April 5. 

"It's a terrible position to be put 
in, especially when you live next 
door to these people," said one 
neighbor. 

"It's going to be resolved onc 
way or another," said Erickson

When making the point that every vote counts you wont get 
any disagreement from local selectman candidate Tom Siracusa. 
Back in the fray for a second shot, Siracusa said his razor-thin 
loss in last year's election has prepared him for a better 
campaign in 1993 which he says will quickly distinguish itself as 
the most issues-oriented of the pack. 

Siracusa echoes a complaint most commonly made against state 
and national candidates; that municipal elections in Wilmington 
have degenerated into "races of vagueness” and -that local 
candidates should be challenged in this post-Ross Perot era to 
specify proposals helping people; this in a community still 
searching for that light we've read about at the end of the long, 
dark recession tunnel. 

Nonetheless, Siracusa isn't dumping the traditional and broad 
campaign theme. There's always one sentence summarizing the 
candidate's intentions. "In a nut shell, I've become disgusted 


with the level of politics inthis town. If there's such a thing as 
government being too political and personal we've written the 
book on it here in Wilmington," said Siracusa. 


Siracusa may not have known what he was getting into in 1990 
when Governor Weld's office tapped the local Republican 
stalwart to be Weld's appointee to the Wilmington Housing 
© Authority, "L worked on the Weld campaign and was honored to 
} be chosen," said Siracusa, a systems engineer for Dynamics 
' Research Corporation, "But I guess I was naive about politics 

because | had no idea how bitter people could become about the 

issues." 
Siracusa had a crash course in Politics 101 when he engaged in 

a political version of mortal combat with the housing authority's 

executive director, They battled over competence issues and the 

role of political favoritism in housing senior citizens. “When I 

saw first hand that a government agency was placing 

eighty-year-old people according to who they knew instead of 

their needs and a fair waiting list I decided that there was 

something very wrong with how we run things here," said 
# Siracusa. 

The housing authority chairman said he has no regrets in his 
decision to fire executive director Ella Belmore and said it 
should instill in voters a confidence in his abilitics as a tough 
decision maker. "The easy thing in this town is to close your 
eyes and play the game.

“We have a great food 
pantry, why not a health clinic for the same people in need?" 

Second, the candidate wants to do nothing less than rewrite the 
job description for the second*highest municipal Official imtown. 
"I've got a new assignment for thé assistint town Tilinaget,” “Sard 
Siracusa. "His new job will be economic development and 
recruiting businesses for the thousands of vacant square footage 
we have in our industrial parks." Siracusa predicts an upsurge in 
the economy and said that "smart towns" will prepare for it by 
recruiting corporations today. 

Third, and most controversial of all, Siracusa is targeting a 
municipal sacred cow — police details. "I respect the officers 
but with over 1,000 people out of work in Wilmington why not 
research how we could give the details to the unemployed," said 
Siracusa. The candidate said his proposal would require special 
legislation as well as a personal political consequence. "I guess I 
can kiss goodbye that police union endorsement," quipped 
Siracusa. 

But that support might be eamed back when the meh in blue 
learn Siracusa supports increasing funds for public safety. 
Siracusa said he wants to charge the permanent building 
committee with the assignment of researching how Wilmington 
can build a new public safety building as well as a fire 
department substation for North Wilmington. "We haven't done 
the best of jobs in planning our capital needs and the fire station 
for North Wilmington is a big safety issue we should be talking 
more about," said Siracusa. 

Siracusa said his "platform of specifics" is garnering support 
from some of the better names in the Wilmington community 
including Former selectman Rocco V. Depasquale, who will 
publicly endorse the candidate. 

Echoing his campaign theme, Siracusa said the local election is 
important because people need to select leaders who will "bring 
back to municipal government the old rule that you can agree to 
disagree, without being disagreeable." Siracusa said the town's 
government is handicapped by its own obsession with tribal 
feuding and that as-a result there are "no solutions being 
provided for our problems." Said Siracusa, "I'm offering 
solutions and I'm going to’elevate the level of debate."

Lack of sidewalks a major problem

The heavy snows this winter have highlighted a problem. 


Tewksbury has very few sidewalks, and the few that exist aren't 
kept clear. The blame falls on both the public and private sectors. 

The Tewksbury Planning Board for years gave builders a waiver 
on sidewalk installation. Subdivision rules require sidewalks on 
both sides of new'roads, but the board routinely granted waivers. 
Why bother? If there were no connecting walks in the area, they 
argued, then the new sidewalk would begin and end: nowhere. Why 
>make-a-buildes-pay for such a "useless" subdivision feature? we 


*There"remany reasons why. Ask a motherpeshingta full baty™ «yo; 
carriage if she'd like to have a sidewalk. Ask asenior Citizen going + 


to the store. Or the joggers who are constantly dodging traffic. 

The planners also said the state refuses to allow sidewalks along 
Route 38, but that one sounds pretty weak. I'd suggest building the 
sidewalks, ther let the state justify tearing them up. The outcry 
would make short work of the state's demolition plans, I'll wager. 
As Admiral Grace Hopper said, sometimes it's easier to apologize 
than it is to get permission. 

An account was established in town to pay for the construction of 
sidewalks, funded by builders. When the planning board waives 
the sidewalk requirement in a new project, the money is set aside 
for building walkways where the planners feel they are needed. 

Planning Director Sean Sullivan said the sidewalk account has 
$10,060 on hand and another $6,602 committed, plus a number of 
subdivisions now in the works should see another $10,000 by the 
end of spring. Once the Heath Brook Plaza lawsuits are settled, the 


town has promises of an additional $59,000 for the construction of 


sidewalks, Sullivan said.

So it came as a great shock 
to us at this Christmastime to hear 
that 15-year-old Jenni had been 
missing from home since 
December 2. When we called back 
in mid January and heard she had 
not yet been found we were greatly 
concerned for all the family and 
for Lorraine who is expecting a 
baby in March, Life on this Dakota 
reservation is not easy. It is a 200 
mile round trip for Lorraine to go 
to the hospital and she has been 
hospitalized twice during this 
pregnancy. 

It is a 60 mite round trip for her 
daughter, eight-year-old Cherish 
Mae, to attend school. Four year 
old MJ (Melvin James) attends a 
kindergarten six miles from home. 
The night Jenni disappeared she 
had gone to visit a girl friend and 
had never arrived home. Tem- 
peratures in South Dakota fall to 
30 degrees below zero. I do not 
know any details of the circum- 
stances, the weather, the hour, why 
no one drove her home 
whatever, but on February 9, more 
than two months after her dis- 
appearance, her frozen body was 
found in the area of the reservation 
baseball park. A shortcut perhaps? 
A snow squall or sub zero 
temperatures alone, I don't know. I 
only know a pretty, 15-year-old 
Souix Indian girl has been 
tragically taken from a loving 
family, 

Although we never met Jenni we 
too feel the loss when we look at 
the recent school photo, taken only 
in October of 1992, and recall 
Lorri's letters, and phone calls — 
always "You should sce how big 
my sister is now. She's getting so 
grown up!" Once someone said to 
me, "Life is never easy." How true 
this is, and how much truer it is on 
Indian Reservations in South 
Dakota. The view outside my 
window is a picture book of New 
England winter. Although I don't 
care for winter, from inside 
looking out it is quite beautiful 
here with just enough snow 
clinging to the pines, little Juncos 
and finches at the feeder while 
frozen snow glistens in the cold 
sunshine, 

Last year Lorri lost a baby girl in 
March. She was very happy to 
learn this expected baby is also a 
girl. She almost lost her twice. In 
December her sister disappeared 
and her elderly great-grandmother 
died. Now as her baby's birth 
approaches she and her family are 


hit with this great loss. So,please 

pray with us for the entire family. 
Thank you for caring.

Dear Larz: 

In todays’ high tech society we 
often hear catch phrases such as 
“productivity,” "Output," "on line,” 
"zero defects," or "quality control." 
Of late, we have heard people use 
these phrases in relation to our 
schools, Presumably, they demand 
that our schools produce a new and 
improved "product" hence; the 
student. As educators we are 
disturbed by the recent trend to 
compare schools with manufac- 
turing plants and children to 
widgets. 

The ABC company has the 
capability to produce standard 
products, be they in Mass or N.J. 
They take the same natural 
materials, put them through the 
same manufacturing process and 
viola! out comes Product X. But, 
schools are not factories, and 
children are not molded from a 
standard list of ingredients or 
materials, That is why it is unfair to 
compare students in a particular 
school system with others in another 
system. 

Students cannot be mass produced 
to achieve a uniform set of 
standards in the same way. You do 
not take one small child, sprinkle 
some reading, writing and 
arithmetic over his/her head and 
produce one standard high school 
graduate prepared to take on the 
world. Children have different 
capacities, personalities, back- 
grounds, emotions, and motiva- 
tional levels, Add to that the fact 
that some school systems can offer 
their students more given their 
financial status, Given all these 
variables, teachers cannot turn all 


their students into Grade A 
inspected models, but it does not 
mean that students are not 


achieving, or that the educational 
process has not done its job. 

How is it we measure. this 
successful "product." The standard 
way has been through test scores. 
Yet, educators know that this is a 
false standard for measuring success 
because standardized pencil and 
Paper tests are flawed in their 
nature, Test results are only one 
component of analyzing the 
"success" of a student. There are 
many other subject measures that 
can't be quantified as casily as a test 
score. 

We do a disservice to students to 
compare them to cach other or to 
demand they achieve an arbitrary 
standard for success. Children come 
to us from many different 
Situations, These days, the 
possibility that a child will arrive on 
the school doorstep from a 
dysfunctional family, as a victim of 
abuse or neglect or carrying 
emotional disabilities is far greater 
than it was in the 1960s - the last 
time, by the way, that American 
GNP was high.

The debate over whether 
Washington, D.C. should become 
the Slst state is becoming 
increasingly heated. Supporters 
offer a myriad of reasons to support 
statehood from inflammatory 
accusations of racism, to patriotic 
cries -of "taxation without 
representation," to seemingly 
rational justifications that D.C.'s 
lack of full representation was an 
oversight by the Founding Fathers. 
They insist that Washington, D.C. 
meets~ the requirements for 
statehood and is ready and is capable 
of assuming the responsibilities 
statehood would entail. However 
impassioned, their arguments do not 
hold up to scrutiny. 

From both historical and 
constitutional perspectives, state- 
hood is not a viable solution to the 


District of Columbia's probiems. 
The Founding Fathers intended the 
nation's capital to be independent 
from the states. Despite the rhetoric 
of statehood supporters, Washing- 
ton; D.C. does not meet the 
historical prerequisites to become a 
state. Further, designating a city asa 
state risks fundamentally altering 
the nation's federalist form of 
government. Other constitutional 
concerns include whether the 
consent of Maryland is required and 
if the 23rd Amendment must be 
repealed. If the status quo is 
unacceptable to the residents of 
Washington, D.C., other 
alternatives exist with clearer 
constitutional support and without 
the perils to our federal form of 
government.

Lawmakers seek 
rate relief 


State Rep. Marianne Brenton will 
join a delegation of nearly 60 state 
lawmakers who will travel to 
Washington later this month (March 
9-10) in search of rate relief for 2.5 
million consumers in the 
Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority (MWRA) service district. 

Rep. Brenton, who represents the 
23rd Middlesex District 
(Burlington, Bedford and Pct. 3 in 
Wilmington) is hopeful the 
delegation will" ‘saecetd’’in 
convincing federal officials to 
increase their financial share in the 
court ordered Boston Harbor 
Cleanup. The project is considered 
the key reason for spiraling 
increases in water and sewer 
charges, 

"Last year we established the 
legislative MWRA Caucus to act as 
an advocate for "rate-payer- 
friendly’ initiatives. While the 
caucus has had great success in 
helping local water and sewer users 
save hundreds of millions of dollars 
in future charges, we cannot rest 
until more is shifted away from 
those who have been unfairly 
burdened with higher and higher 


MWRA charges,” Brenton said. 

“Our congressional delegation has 
done a marvelous job in bringing 
the Harbor Cleanup back to the 
forefront of national discussion," 
she said. “Although we have 
received more than $100 million a 
year for several ycars from the 
federal government, the amount is 
inconsequential when compared 
with the overall $6 billion cost. We 
need to plead our case before the 
Clinton Administration and greatly 
improve the Federal Government's 
share of the cost.” 

According to Rep. Brenton, newly 
elected US Congressman Peter 
Torkildsen is expected, to join the 
Mass. contingency as it pleads its 
case in the nation's capitol. 

Rep. Brenton plans to carry a 
strong message from her 
constituents, explaining, "I have met 
with scores of people in the past few 
weeks who are concerned about 
their water rates. They think, and I 
agree, that the buck doesn't stop in 
Washington, it starts there - 
especially when the buck is used for 
Projects such as the harbor 
Cleanup.”

across the open water and onto the 
ice pad to fish, then jump back to 
shore when it's time to quit. I may 
enjoy my fishing, but walking on 
rotten ice is a recipe for disaster. 

That ice pad will someday fall to 
pieces and disappear, suddenly, on 
the day of Ice Out. 

My grandma Emma Murray used 
to take part in an annual pool at the 
Club Fleur-de-Lis in Tyngsoboro, 
where she was one of the regulars. 
People would pay a buck a chance 
to pick the day and time of Ice Out, 
winner take all. The Club has big 
bay windows facing Long Pond, so 
the ice was watched constantly as 
the day grew near. 

Picking the exact time of ice out is 
an important part of the gamble, 
Ice out happens suddenly, and from 
the stories I was told, it was hardly 
unusual for somebody to sce the ice 
one moment, look away, and look 
back to see nothing but open water. 

The Vernal Equinox, when day 
and night become of equal length, 
(when the sun crosses the equator) 
marks the official start of spring, 
but ice out is another celebration of 
the season. 

The quirky TV serics "Northern 
Exposure" featured an unusual way 
to mark Ice Out. The fictional town 
of Cecily, Alaska, is an odd place to 
begin with, but their ice out party 
was downright bizarre. All the men 
in Cecily gathered at the local pub, 
at daybreak, and their newly-hired 
doctor went along to find out why. 
The men were drinking heavily in 
the early moming, which was odd, 
but the reason became apparent. 


When the ice broke on the river, 
the walls of the place shook, and all 
the men began undressing. The new 
doctor was amazed, but the-others 
convinced him to do the same. Once 
everyone was buck nekkid, they all 
went charging out the door, yelling 
and screaming as they ran down the 
main strect in town. Both sides of 
the street were lined with women, 
who applauded the annual Ice Out 
Racers. What a weird program. 

Running down a street in Alaska, 
naked and drunk, is most assuredly 
an unusual way to mark Ice Out. 

Ice Out is coming soon to a pond 
or lake near you. But please stay 
dressed N's Stilt nippy tut there.

The numbers are also in from the 
1992 deer harvest, and it was a very 
good year. A total of 10,040 deer 
fell last fall, with mew records set in 
archery and muzzleloading. Since 
1985, the number of deer taken by 
primitive weapons has doubled, and

Town Manager Michael Caira 
echoed Matt's thoughts: 

"I think it's very exciting. I think 
we're finally getting somewhere. 
This is a good example of the 
redevelopment authority and the 
selectmen working together for the 
good of the town." 

Following the joint meeting, the 
WRA will meet to formally adopt 
the concept then transfer it to the 
selectmen, who will request that 
the state put it on the TIP 
(Transportation Improvement Pro- 
gram) for state and federal 
funding, said Matt. The redevelop- 
ment authority will pay to draw up 
the 25 percent design for the 
project. After that, the state will 
hold a public hearing to receive 
comments on the plan. If there is 
the same kind of local support for 
the design as there was at the 
beginning of the process, said Matt, 
the project will then move to the 
75 percent stage and into the state's 
domain.

Recycling is hurting the town and 
further trouble is coming. 

The Tewksbury Recycling Com- 
mittee heard on Tuesday that some 
1700 to 1800 tons of trash will be 
recycled this fiscal year, up from 
the 1500 tons last year. 

Town Manager David Cressman 
said the town fell some 1500 tons 
below its required mimimum trash 
tonnage last year, but the North 
East Solid Waste Committee (or 
NESWC) refused to waive the min- 
umum tonnage requirement.

encouraged” him, he never gave 
his son the kind of special treat- 
ment one might expect. He said 
he and his wife, Dianne, never 
tried to spoil Erich. 

“I knew from day one, that 
the world was not going to 
adjust to him,” Gary said. 
“Therefore, we didn’t make any 
exceptions. We were probably 
criticized, but the proof is in the 
pudding.” 


Erich recalls being about ten 
years old and sitting up in his 
bedroom at night, asking him- 
self “why me?” But with the 
help of family and friends, he 
got through that stage and 
learned from it. “It made me 
mature much faster than other 
kids.” 


‘Today, Erich would rather see 
people be happy with them- 
selves, instead of complaining. 
“It really gets me upset. Be 
thankful for what you have. You 
have to get over that step and be 
proud of who you are.” 


A strong family is no doubt 
the backbone of Erich’s develop- 
ment. Erich’s parents have 
always maintained that they 
would not treat him differently 
than any other parent would 
treat their child. 

They confirmed this belief a 
few years ago when they went to 
a local meeting of a support 
group, where they met many 
families in similar situations as 
theirs. What they found was that 
Erich and the others were treat- 
ed differently, with good inten- 
tions, but given preferential 
treatment. 
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Erich is the independent, 
mature young man he is today, 
because he was not given that 
kind of treatment, his parents 
feel. They do, however, feel that 
support groups can be helpful, 
just not in their particular case. 

Another vital ingredient in 
Erich’s family is humor. As long 
as they can laugh about life, 
things are a little easier. 
Difficult situations become not 
so difficult. A couple of years 
ago, Erich broke his right elbow 
while playing hockey. 

“Think about it,” says a smil- 
ing-Erich, “you have one hand 
and you break your elbow. I was 
in a cast for two weeks." 

Another time, Erich thought 
about it and decided that he 
would try out an artificial arm, 
one that attaches and detaches 
from the elbow. “It was Ly 

icking out a sofa,” Dianne said, 

mith a laugh. Added Erich, “You 
have to keep your sense of 
humor.” _. 

Incidentally, Erich said he 
has only used the artificial arm 
a few times, once was for a 
prom. “It’s only for show,” he 
said. “It-sits on my shelf.” 

Injuries are something all 
parents worry about, and 
Erichs’ are no exceptions. 
Dianne said she used to be real- 
ly scared when Erich would take 
up sports, but as he’s grown 
older, she doesn’t worry as 
much, 

When Erich was younger and 
took up cycling, which is still 
one of his favorite sports, his 
mother wanted to adjust the 
seat and handlebars to make it 
easier to control, but Gary 
would have none of it, no special 
treatment. It worked out, and 
Erich has only had that one set- 
back.

Though he plays a prominent 
role in "Swing Kids," there is 
probably a very good reason 
Kenneth Branagh's name is 
nowhere to be found, either in 
the credits or in the press mate- 
rial. He must have seen it. 

You really have to wonder 
why someone thought the 
Hollywood movie machine would 
be capable of producing a 
decent movie about the age of 
Swing inside Nazi Germany. 
Hollywood likes feel-good 
movies, and this is not an uplift- 
ing subject. Had an independent 
filmmaker taken such an unusu- 
al slice of history and told a 
gritty little story, the movie may 
have been off-beat and com- 
pelling instead of shallow and 
insipid, 

Based on an actual faction of 
teenagers who went against the 
repressiveness in Germany as 
Hitler came to power, the movie 
wastes a lot of time telling us 
what we already know -- the 
Nazis were evil and controlling. 
Filling in some detail about the 
group of friends who made up 

:this circle Swing Kids might 
have made us care about their 
‘fate, 


:_ At the nucleus of the plot is 
‘Robert Sean Leonard and 
‘Christian Bale as best friends 
:who want nothing more than to 
‘don their Anglophile wardrobes, 
‘dance to contraband records 
‘and spout trite dialogue. But the 
‘Nazis, led by a refined, soft spo- 
ken Branagh, prefer their young 
people to wear uniforms and 
Seats the party line. When 
Leonard is caught committing a 
crime, he is coerced into joining 
the Hitler Youth. Best friend 

ale joins in sympathy, but 
begins to believe his daily dose 


of propaganda. Leonard man- 
ages to tread treacle and come 
out of this fiasco relatively 
unscathed, but Bale's some- 
times whiny performance gives 
us no reason to care about his 
motives. 

Perhaps the most interesting 
character is the crippled musi- 
cian Arvid, played with a believ- 
able anger and melancholy by 
Frank Whaley. The one least 
able to rebel against the obvious 
horrors around him, he is the 
only member of the group with 
any real courage. Whaley's 
response to a brutal political cli- 
mate resonates with sadness, 
while Leonard's is laughable, 
melodramatic and meaningless. 


The script is lightweight and 
odd, but first time feature film 
director Thomas Carter espe- 
cially bungled by underscoring 
its weaknesses. Someone obvi- 
ously tried to repair it, because 
trailers appeared last summer, 
disappeared, then reappeared a 
couple of months ago with 
scenes not even in the movie. 
Carter fared best with the lively 
dance scenes, which are joyous 
and bouncy. The movie also has 
a lively score and a strong sup- 
porting performance from 
Barbara Hershey. Even 
Branagh need not have been 
embarrassed by his perfor- 
mance. But that ending is 
enough to make anyone cringe - 
and erase their name from the 
credits,
